TO BE CITY'S CONFERENCE DELEGATE 


Either Daniel Frisch or Lazur 
Goodman will be Indianapolis’ 
delegate to the American Jewish 
Conference. 

Only these two Jewish leaders 
were nominated by the deadline 
Tuesday, June 1, Norman Isaacs, 
permanent election chairman for 
the city, announced. 

Practically all of the forty-two 
organizations eligible to vote 
have already named their rep- 
resentatives. An official estimate 
places the number of votes to be 
cast at 125. Voting will take place 
between the hours of 8 and 10 p. 
m. Thursday, June 10 in the au- 
ditorium of Kirshbaum Center. 
To Keep Electioneering Down 

An attempt will be made to 
keep electioneering at a mini- 
mum, it was announced, by bar- 
ring admission to the auditorium 
during voting to all persons not 
bearing delegate credentials. 
When the voting is over, and the 
count begun, all persons may en- 
ter the hall. 

Every delegate named by his 
organization as a voter will re- 
ceive printed instructions in ad- 
vance of the election. 

The Election Conference will be 
called to order at 8 p. m. prompt- 
ly and the locked ballot box de- 
clared open for voting. Delegates, 
upon entering the auditorium, 
will proceed to the Election Sec- 
retaries’ Desk, manned by Mrs. 
David Sablosky and Mrs. Monroe 
Leiser, where, upon proper 
indentification, they will be 
marked “present” upon the Con- 
vention roll call. 

To Use Printed Ballot 

The delegate will be given a 
printed ballot and will go to 
tables provided for that purpose, 
mark his ballot, and then place 


it personally into the ballot box. | 


No person will be permitted to 
approach any delegate while in 
the process of attending roll 
call, or during his balloting, or 
during his placing his ballot into 
the box. The box will be offi- 
) cially closed by order of the 





Chair at promptly 10 p. m. 

At that time, the box will be 
placed on tables in the center of 
the auditorium and four tellers 
will take over. Opening the box 
and taking out the ballots, and 
calling the results, will be Jacob 
Weiss and Dr. Harry Jacobs. 
One ballot will be called at a 
time by this team of tellers. 
Across the table, Shoolem Et- 
tinger and Sidney Mahalowitz 
will keep separate running totals. 
When all the ballots have been 
called, Mr. Ettinger and Mr. Ma- 
halowitz will check totals. This 
vote total will also be checked 
with the roll call count and, all 
being in agreement, the results 
will be announced from the 
Chair. Delegates and visitors 
may watch the counting of bal- 
lots, but may not interfere with 
either the tellers or the ballots.

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Warsaw Nazi Head 
Sentenced to Death

STOCKHOLM — Gestapo chief 
Sommer in Warsaw has. been 
sentenced to death by German 
military authorities for failing to 
prevent the outbreak of armed 
resistance in the Warsaw ghetto, 
it was reliably reported here this 
week. 

The Swedish press continues to 
publish accounts of the heroic 
fight which the Jews in the War- 
saw ghetto put up for several 
weeks against picked Nazi units. 
It compares the battle in the 
ghetto with the battle for Stalin- 
grad and emphasizes the fact 
that Jews fought for each street 
and for every house before giv- 
ing ground before superior Nazi 
forces.

The Italian radio stations an- 
nounced the expulsion from the 
Fascist Party of Senator Mesed- 
galia for displaying pro-Jewish 
sentiments. The senator recently 
delivered a speech in which he 





deplored the anti-Jewish laws.

SOUTH BEND—Indiana Jew- 
ish communities outside of In- 
dianapolis were being organized 
to name a delegate to the Amer- 
ican Jewish Conference this 
week, with announcement that 
Maurice Tucker, prominent South 


Bend Jewish leader had been 


named Convenor for the State. 


On the basis of a population 
estimate, it was decided that the 
State at large was entitled only 
to the one delegate. Indianapolis 
is selecting the other delegate 
from Indiana. 


Faced with only a shortage of 
time Mr. Tucker set up a pro- 
visional election committee com- 
posed of representatives of na- 
tional organizations in South 
Bend. This provisional commit- 
tee then proceeded to name the 
permanent election committee 
which is composed of one dele- 
gate from each community in 
Indiana as follows: Rabbi Joseph 
A. Gorfinkel, Evansville;. Byron 
Novitsky, Fort Wayne; Harry 
Kaplan, Lafayette; Rabbi J. Mar- 
shall Taxay, Terre Haute; Arnold 
A. Weiner, Gary; Al Fink, Mar- 
ion; Jack Copenhagen, Kokomo; 
Jack N. Gole, Michigan City> Leo 
Pottlitzer, Hammond; Harold 
Weinstein, East Chicago; Harry 
Dansker, Vincennes, Harry Ros- 
en, Elkhart; Harry Goldberg, 
Anderson; Harry Ziegler, Mun- 
cie and D. Bernstein, South Bend. 
Mr. Tucker was elected chair- 
man and Louis Piser of Mish- 
awaka, treasurer. 


Meanwhile in a letter Mr. 
Tucker asked the local chairmen 
to call together the heads of their 
local organizations and proceed 
with the election of delegates 
who will then vote, probably by 
mail, for the delegate to the 
Conference. 


A special dispensation from 
national headquarters has named,, 
June 7 as the date for the mak- 
ing of nominations for the office. 


Mr. Tucker has not set the date 
for the actual voting.

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Ghetto Battle 
Told in Detail; 
Resistance Goes On 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

NEW YORK—A description of 
the ghetto battle was made pub- 
lic here this week by Dr. Steph- 
en S. Wise. The story which 
comes from the Jewish National 
Council of Poland and the Jew- 
jsh Workers Committee there, 
reads: 

“For nine days the Warsaw 
Ghetto has been heroically fight- 
ing the SS troops and the Wehr- 
macht who have besieged us. 
The bombardment continues. The 
ghetto is in flames. Women and 
children are perishing alive. Jew- 
ish fighters are inflicting heavy 
casualties on the enemies and 
burning German factories and 
munition stores. The enemy has 
lost 1,000 wounded and dead. The 
heroic resistance of the Warsaw 
Ghetto continues with a few 
strongholds holding out. 

“The Jewish fighting organi- 
zation shows great ingenuity and 
courage. Klepfisch, an engineer, 
was one of the pillars of the de- 
termined resistance. He died like 
a hero. The German cruelties are 
gruesome. Many are burned alive 
while thousands are shot or tak- 
en to camps. The president of 
the Jewish Council was shot. A 
few thousand remain under- 
ground and in the store houses 
of the ghetto. The store house 
defenses are being overcome 
after stiff resistance. The same 
is true of the shelters. The Ger- 
mans shelled and set on fire one 
block of houses after another. 
Explosions and fires are every- 
where, The ghettos are surround- 
ed by police who block the drain 
pipes. Those who flee are caught 
and shot. The epic heroism is 
near its end. Remnants of Jewish 
centers in the provinces are be- 
ing completely wiped out.”

In the Jewish Herald of Provi- 
dence, Rh. I., there is a straight 
news story about bullet-proof 
bibles, a brain storm of two Jew- 
ish brothers who had placed the 
new secret weapon on the mark- 
et. The item would make a per- 
fect subject for a sermon, and 
here it is to any rabbi who may 
want it. In former days, the Jew 
would have considered the bible 
in itself, merely its treasured 
words as adequate protection 
from the best-aimed bullet. Be 
that as it may, an enterprising 
newspaperman took one of the 
bibles to a rifle range, where at 
twenty feet, instead of fifteen 
feet as advertised by the spon- 
sors, the bullet cut a half-inch 
hole in the steel cover of the 
bible, drilled through it and 
shattered the box against which 
the bible rested. 

I suppose you have noticed the 
letters in our “Freedom of he 
Press” column. We are proud of 
these letters, for they constitute 
the best reader’s forum in any 
Anglo-Jewish paper, and the let- 
ters, on every subject in the Jew- 
ish dictionary, are often thought- 
provoking and profound. We 
never print thank you Jetters 
from organizations, because we 
feel we are merely doing our 
regularly appointed job when we 
print organization news, but as 
far as letters, controversial and 
otherwise, in connection with 
Jewish activities, a small weekly 
paper in Indiana carries more 
reader discussion than any of the 
‘papers in large Jewish centers. 

What started me off is the fol- 
lowing letter. The writer asks 
me not to use it in “The Free- 
dom of the Press” because the 
subject matter warrants closer 
attention. My views on the let- 
ter’s subject: I disagree. Only 
by dint of years of hard work 
and gradual building of prestige 
and renown will there emerge in 
the United States a Jewish pub- 
lication which will command na- 
tional attention, say for instance 
as the London Jewish Chronicle.

Zionists Need Policy Advisor 


HHERE HAS BEEN a great deal of consterna- 

tion and even more, from friends of Zionism 
over the conduct of some of its advocates in 
the electioneering for the delegates to the 
American Jewish Conference. Printed below 
in the Current Comment section of this paper 
is an excerpt from an editorial by Rabbi Abra- 
ham Feldman in The Jewish Ledger, of Hart- 
ford, both the paper and the rabbi being staunch 
Zionist supporters. 

Starved for so many years, the hungry Zion- 
ists underestimated their own strength and 
have made grave psychological misjudgments in 
their campaign. In the first place their zeal 
and. energy, often misplaced, made it possible 
for the anti-Zionists to label the elections if 
they should turn out to be overwhelmingly 
Zionistic as a Zionist convention. This was a 
bad mistake, and should have been avoided. 

Fundamentally the error was in making a 


false estimate of Zionist strength and senti- 
ment. No community would have elected an 
Anti-Zionist, and what with the large number 
of pure-blooded Zionists who would have been 
elected, the Conference would have voted by 
a great majority for a Zionist platform. As it 
is, the Zionist activity forced the Anti-Zionists 
to organize or to stay away from the election. 
Either result was unfortunate, as it tended to 
create a schism in local communities on the one 
hand, and on the other it made the label “Zion- 
ist” Conference more likely to be believed. 

Not all. communities fit into this type of 
analysis, and it must not be forgotten that to 
organize for an election is perfectly normal 
under democratic procedure. Exactly where 
the bounds of ethics and modesty would be 
found would be hard to determine, but certainly 
in a good many cases even true friends of 
Zionism have been alienated. 


Louisville Rabbis Form Rabbinical Council 


-- 
N LOUISVILLE all the rabbis from Rabbi 
Joseph Rauch, head of that city’s oldest re- 
form congregation, to every spiritual leader in 
the community joined together to organize a 
Rabbinical Council, the same type of body 
which Indianapolis rabbis have not organized 
in Indianapolis. 


The announced purpose of the Kentucky 
city’s council is: 


(1) to bring synagogues into closer co- 
operation and association with one 

p another. 

(2) to espouse such religious causes as 
are common to all segments of the 
Louisville community. 

(3) to formulate principles and programs 
for the enrichment of Jewish com- 
munal life. 

The new group organized only two months 
ago, already has to its credit the holding of a 


very impressive Intercession Meeting for Nazi 
Victims, in which all the rabbis and cantors of 
the city participated, and at present is engaged 
in studying the plans for raising standards of 
religious schools in the community. 

A Jewish Telegraphic Agency report tells 
of a meeting in New York city of several hun- 
dred rabbis, summoned by the New York 
Board of Jewish Ministers as part of the six 
week mourning period, which Indianapolis is 
ignoring almost entirely, and says that similar 
convocations took place in all the larger Jewish 
communities throughout the country. 

None was held in Indianapolis. Are Indian- 
apolis Jews indifferent to the plight of the vic- 
tims of Nazi persecution that they are not will- 
ing to do all in their power to arouse public 
opinion to demand action along the many sug- 
gested lines? 

In addition The Post believes that Indiana 
should have a State Rabbinical Council, too. 


Current Comment 


The “United Front Herring” Attacked by 
Rabbi Abraham Feldman in the Jewish Ledger, 
of Hartford, Conn.—At the recent meeting of 
the Hartford District of the Zionist Organiza- 
tion, a demonstration of what democracy is 
not, was given a demonstration that was com- 
pletely sickening to the most loyal Zionists 
hereabout. This unsavory demonstration was 
made in connection with the designation of 
candidates for the forthcoming American Jew- 
ish Conference. When the matter of this desig- 
nation was placed before the largely attended 
meeting of Hartford Zionists, it was brazenly 
announced by a spokesman of those who are 
assassinating unity by fomenting disunity, that 
several of them had met (Was it in a proverbial 
“smoke-filledroom”?) and decided upon two 
candidates (Hartford is entitled to three) who 
are to be put up by each of the several Zionist 
groups in Hartford and call that—“The United 
Front.” They presented these names to the 
Zionist meeting, and with it the decision of the 
several mysterious architects of “The United 
Front” that the membership of the Zionist Or- 
ganization must take it or leave it, that no other 
nominations may be made from the floor with- 
out breaking the “united front” or without 
throwing it back into the comfért or discomfort 
of the smoke-filled chamber. All protest against 
this highly undemocratic procedure was dis- 
missed as being evidence of undisciplined 
Zionist action. The matter was then railroaded 
through, and the electoral delegates were 
designated, hand-picked by the group of arti- 
sans of this type of “democracy.” 

We do not question the Zionist integrity or 
the Jewish integrity of the two who were 
named. But we do protest against star- 
chamber proceedings, against packing, against 
intimidation, at the very moment when, as 
American Jews, we are attempting to create, 
democratically, an organism for Jewish deliber- 
ation in the cause of the Jewish future. The 
procedure may be the accepted one by “party 
politics”, but that does not belong in a meeting 
of the Zionist Organization, assembled for 


democratic action. This whole idea of discipline 
through voting a “party line” is malodorous. It 
has very unhappy and unwholesome associa- 
tions, and in the democracy of Jewish organiza- 
tions to have a few self-appointed people, with- 
out consulting either with the executive boards 
of the Zionist units, or the rank and file of 
the membership of Zionists to presume to 
create of what they euphemistically call a 
“united front”, is an act which calls for con- 
demnation. They call it “discipline”. We call 
it irresponsibility. They call it “party loyalty”. 
We designate it cheap politics. They doubt- 
less believe that they were serving the cause. 
We assure them that they rendered a great dis- 
service to the cause by steeping it in machine- 
made politics. 

Of such questionable tactics Jewish unity 
will not be born, and the united front of Jewry 
in behalf of Jewish interests in the postwar 
world may be doomed from the very beginning 
since we will come with unclean hands to a 
sacred task. 

And what shall be said of the shameful 
attempt to cast aspersions and doubt upon the 
Zionism of men and women who have given a 
lifetime of service and loyalty to the Zionist 
cause, Zionists who feel that in the holy ser- 
vice of rebuilding Palestine unclean tools, un- 
worthy tools, ought not to be used? But of that 
we shall have’more to say on a later occasion.

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ON THE RECORD 


THE BATTLE — 
OF THE GHETTO 


By DOROTHY THOMPSON

OT LISTED OR PUBLICIZED under notable military events, but 
a revelation of this war’s social character, is a battle that has 
been raging for days in the last place one would expect it: the 
Polish ghetto. 
There, imprisoned behind massive walls, were three hundred 
thousand totally defeated victims of Hitler—the first to be attacked; 
the first to confront extermination. 


When Poland was conquered, the Warsaw ghetto was established; 
an enormous concentration camp, segregated from the rest of Poland 
by high masonry, within which Jews from Warsaw and afterward 
from Lublin, Cracow, Lodz and Katowice, were herded like cattle, 
to live worse than cattle, without sanitation, or any work save what 
they could do with a few tools and their own hands; with only super- 
vised communication with the outside world; with only what wealth 
they could manage to take with them; living crowded and ever-more 
crowded in dank hovels; subject to hunger, filth and disease. 

Such conditions of life, thought the Nazis, would spare them the 
responsibility of direct massacre. The imprisoned Jews would simply 
die. 

For who, thought the Nazis, would help them? The Poles, they 
argued, had troubles enough of their own, and were not famous for 
sympathy with Jews. Thus, the “Jewish Question” in Poland would 
solve itself. Reduced to the status of caged animals, the Jews would 


perish like caged animals. 
s 2 ao 


THE POLISH UNDERGROUND, however, gave serious trouble 
to the Nazi authorities. Organized resistance, and especially sabo- 
tage, were taking too great a toll from the resources required to 
maintain the German armies on the eastern front. Wilhelm Krueger, 
the Heydrich of Poland, charged by his Gestapo boss Himmler, to 
“liquidate” this resistance, decided to revert to the original Nazi 
tactic, and make before Polish eyes, a demonstration of ruthlessness, 
a horrible example of the ghetto Jews. 

He announced that the Warsaw ghetto would be “eliminated”, 
and its occupants obliterated. German efficiency, hard-pressed by 
economic necessity, set out to close even those mouths that took so 
pitifully little food—close them with machine guns, gas chambers, 
and in mass graves. 

The first answer of the Polish underground to this announcement 
was the assassination of the Hangman Krueger.. He met Heydrich’s 
fate. His successors pressed forward his plans with accelerated 
hatred. The assault on the ghetto began. Obviously, this would be a 
simple matter. The ghetto was, of course, unprotected. 

* + * 


BUT TENTATIVE APPROACHES by S. S. troops, revealed an 
amazing thing. The walls surrounding the ghetto had been converted 
into barricades, by the inhabitants within. Behind them were Jews 
drawn up for battle. Not a mob, with stones in their hands; but an 
army, trained, disciplined, in squads, platoons, companies; officered— 
and armed! Armed with rifles, machine guns, hand grenades, Molo- 
toff-bomibs, detonating caps and fuses! 

In the heart of Warsaw, the most unmartial of peoples, the most 
hopeless, and lost, had turned their prison into a fortress and were 
prepared to the last child, to make their tormentors pay dearly for 
every life. The wailing walls had become stockades! 

The Gestapo had to retreat and appeal to sore-pressed Berlin for 
regular troops—regular troops to put down ghetto Jews! Special 
S. S. detachments, field artillery and motorized infantry, had to be 
hastily mobilized behind the lines, for a third front irf the very center 
of occupied Poland. 

At the last reports, the battle was still on. 


HOW DID THE JEWS get their arms? Of course, from the 
Polish underground. Christian Poland, aware of the horrible end 
that awaited the prisoners of the ghetto, mobilized to smuggle them 
weapons. Inside the prison turned fortress, Jewish members of the © 
demobilized Polish army, men who had fought in the Polish war, 
or been trained to fight but never called, organized the battle. 

As the assault on the ghetto was met by counter-fire, word flew 
throughout Poland: The Jews are fighting! The ghetto refuses to 
bow to Hitler! By their resistance, every other resistance was made 
more fierce. Silent legions were organized, to increase acts of vio- 
lence to deflect Nazi attention from the ghetto, and oaths were 
sworn: “All aid to the Jews, who resist Hitler!” 

Behind the walls were husbands of Polish women, torn from 
them by Hitler’s race theories. These devoted wives, long helpless, 
were amongst those who risked their lives to get a few sticks of 
dynamite to still loved men. ° 

Just what the situation is at this moment, is unknown to the 
representatives of Poland in London and Washington. The word has — 
reached them from the remarkable underground radio station, the 
letters of whose name, spell in Polish, “DAWN”. 

But whatever the outcome, this battle represents one of the most 
extraordinary episodes in the history of religious and racial strife. © 
Against a common and terrible enemy, the underground heroes of — 
Christian Poland, defended the embattled and fighting Jews of the 
ghetto, and the Jews, by their battle, sent out a call to all men: 
Endure no longer! Fight! There will be a dawn! we

ROSE STIEFEL, BELOVED BY BLIND, 
WON GERMAN MEDAL IN WORLD WAR |

FT. WAYNE—During the last 
war by a Ft. Wayne Jewish 
woman, Miss Rose Stiefel, won a 
“medal” from the Kaiser. 

Born in Butler, Ind., where 
her parents owned a dry-goods 
store, Miss Stiefel was living in 
Berlin with her sister, Mrs. Le- 
ona Goldstein when the war 
broke out. She had gone there 
at the age of 18 after the death 
of her parents. Simultaneously 
with the outbreak of war, Mrs. 
Goldstein’s husband died, and 
the sisters desired to return to 
the United States, but were not 
permitted to leave. They turned 
instead to helping the thousands 
of helpless children in Berlin, 
and to work for the Red Cross. 

Miss Stiefel and her sister were 
both awarded written “medals’ 
for the work done by them, the 
one given to Miss Stiefel attest- 
ing to the attitude of kindliness 
and warmth which has remained 
with her and which has been of | 
such value in her work here. id 
Says in part, of her work in the | 
communal kitchen and soldier’s | 
home in Berlin, “the pleasure | 
with which she did her work, the | 
warm and hearty interest she | 
showed in her work, was espe- | 
cially gratifying to the visitors | 
who came to our home; the| 
friendliness and engaging man- | 
ners she showed to the people | 
of the communal kitchens, who | 
Were difficult to handle, contrib- 
uted considerably to the undis 
turbed functioning of this orga- 
nization.

Works for Blind 

In 1921 the sisters returned to 
this country, where Rose was 
soon employed as a worker for 
the blind. Her sympathetic, 
sweet and kindly disposition has 
aided her in her aim to minimize 
their handicap. She carries help 
and inspiriation into their lives 
by such methods as arranging 
meeting which afford social con- 
tacts with each other. She also has 
lightened the burdens of several 
invalids with her many calls. 

To Miss Stiefel is given the 
credit for restoring the sight of 
John Hueber, a Ft. Wayne resi- 
dent who had lost his eyesight 
and was blind for 21 months 
when she came upon the case 
and made arrangements for an 
operation which resulted in his 
seeing again. 

Gets Many Tributes 

One of her blind friends has 
written, in a stiff handwriting, of 
Miss Stiefel, ‘Since I have be- 
come blind, I have become ac- 
quainted with God’s gift to the 
blind of Ft. Wayne, Rose Stiefel. 
Truly she is a bringer of sun- 
shine with her funny stories, 
amusing personal. experiences 
and gifts. Some kind of unknown 
person gave Rose a bag to carry 
with her on her visits. I believe 
it must be a magic bag. It carries 
work for idle hands, and good 
things to eat... goodness knows 
what else, because it is always 
filled to capacity. I believe if 
Rose were called upon, she could 
produce a rabbit.”

WASHINGTON — Following 
investigation of charges. that 
some of the biggest war plants 
in the New York area have been 
checking on the race, creed and 
color of applicants for employ- 
ment through private investigat- 
ing firms, the Office of Provost 
Marshal-General has inserted in 
war contracts, at the request of 
the President’s Committee on 
Fair Employment Practice, a 
clause forbidding any inquiries 
into or report of the race, creed 
or color of any investigated per- 
son, except with the permission 
of the FEPC, it was announced 
here this week. 

It was charged that through 
a number of private investigat- 
ing firms the plants were able 
to check on the race and religion 
of job seekers in direct violation 
of the provisions of the Presi- 
dent’s Executive Order 8802, 
which outlaws any consideration 
of a person’s race, creed, color 
or national origin as a matter in 
giving war industry employment.

September. 


An aerial engineer and gun- 
ner, Sergeant Billen is now re- 
ceiving further training at the 
Army Air Force Pre-Flight 
School at San Antonio, Texas. 
He returned to the United States 
early this year after ten months 
of intensive service in the South 
Pacific, where he was a member 
of the celebrated 19th Bombard- 
ment Group, participating in 63 
bombing raids and air battles. 


Other awards this week in- 
clude Lt. (jg) Aaron Katz, of 
Cleveland, a torpedo plane pilot 
who has been decorated with the 
Navy Cross; Lt. Max Silverstejn, 
32, of Baltimore, who has been 
missing in action since the de- 
stroyer Sims went down in the 
battle of the Coral Sea last May, 
awarded the Silver Star in ab- 
sentia; Pfc.

RABBI GREENWALD CRITICIZES SET-UP 
OF AMERICAN JEWISH CONFERENCE

RABBI MILTON GREENWALD 


HE PROPOSAL TO convene 

a democratically assembled 
conference, representative of 
American Jewry in all its divi- 
sions and facets, is one which 
captures the imagination. With 
what power, what authority 
might such a gathering speak! 
What a force for the good of suf- 
fering Jewry it might be! 

Yet at this moment, as elections 
are being held, it is already evi- 
dent that the American Jewish 
Conference will not be represent- 
ative of American Jewry in all 
its divisions of thinking and 
principle, and that when it 
speaks, it will speak without au- 
thority, in the degree that it fails 
to recognize the most important 
divisions of American Jewish 
thought. 

The machinery of election is 
of necessity cumbersome, yet it 
need not have been obtuse and 
veiled from public knowledge. 
For instance, I have had no of- 
ficial information as to the num- 
ber of delegates permitted the 
state of Indiana, nor have I seen 
a list of apportionment for the 
country as a whole for purposes 
of comparison. There is such a 
thing as jerrymander! And to be 
frank, it appears that in our 
state at least, the entire election 
procedure is in the hands of 
Zionist leaders. This is hardly 
the way to begin to achieve a 
representative and authorized 
delegation! 

Must Be Guided by Compromise 


But we should not quibble’ 


about the details of a process 
which of necessity was activated 
hurriedly, and more-or less by 
rule of thumb. Far more import- 
ant is the consideration of the 
Conference itself and its poten- 
tialities. As to these, I am greatly 
disturbed. 

The purpose of the Conference 
is to provide a sounding board 
for the voice of Jewry. To be thé 
voice of Jewry, it must not be 
solo, 
it must be a chorus of harmoni- 
ous chords! As Jews we speak 
with ‘many opinions, based on 
widespread divergence in prin- 
ciple. To speak for Jewry, these 
opinions and principles must be 
correlated by compromise. If

neither treble nor bass, but, 


there be no thought of compro- 
mise in the minds of those who 
attend, the Conference is doomed 
to failure; one or the other of the 
two great factions in American 
Jewry will feel free to act and 
speak against the voice of such 
a Conference. 

In other words, if the Confer- 
ence adopts the complete Bilt- 
more program, or (as is most un- 
likely) an anti-Zionist program, 
no semblance of unity will have 
been achieved by the Conference. 
Its usefulness as an agent of 
American Jewry will be sabo- 
taged by the protesting voices 
of the defeated faction. Its claim 
to speak for American Jewry 
will be belied by the dissenting 
cries of the disregarded minority. 
Therefore compromise seems the 
only hope for any constructive 
accomplishment by the Confer- 
ence. 

Quotes Congress Weekly 

Yet I fear for the success of 
the Conference. I have before me 
the May 21st issue of the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress Weekly. 
Editorially it says: “The issue is: 
compromise or no compromise on 
basic questions,” and it continues 
by suggesting that “the electo- 
rate can decide this question by 
choosing only such delegates who 
will steadfastly resist the pres- 
sure to recodify the demand for 
a Jewish homeland.” 

If the Congress Weekly voices 
the sentiments of Zionists, the 
Conference is doomed to failure! 


If only Zionists are elected, the )% 


Conference will not be represent- 
ative. If only fanatics, of any 
label, are elected, the Conference 
will not achieve harmony. From 
the little I have heard thus far 
about the election in Indiana, 
both mistakes are likely to be 
made! 

I do not know if it is too late. 
By the time this appears, it may 
be. Yet if it is not too late, for 
the sake of unity, for the success 
of the Conference, for the wel- 
fare of those whom we all wish 
to succor, I hope that the con- 
venors of the elections, and all 
the electors will consider care- 
fully the dangers of steam-roller

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SOLDIER'S STORY 








_ America. 


SPOKE with a soldier on furlough recently. 

He. was just back from maneuvers and very 
tired. He was sleeping till noon every day in 
his own soft bed in his father’s house. He had 
lost so much sleep in the weeks in the field. 

He recalled a rain-swept night: There was 
a Maneuver to be executed and nobody in his 
outfit slept that night, and if there had been 
time to sleep there would have been no place 
on the soggy earth. The rain had made a 
marsh of the whole terrain and his sore feet 
often slipped back two steps after they had 
made one step forward; it was a long way to 
go. 7 

His clothing was drenched, his bones felt the 
grip of clammy chill. He looked to the east 
for the break of day. The night was so long. 
His heart was nostalgic for home... The friendly 
house of his father. . . The crackling fire in the 
living room on chilly October nights. . . (He 
used to like to bring up the logs from the cel- 
lars and start the fire)... Fragrance of burning 


logs. . . The family sitting around the fireplace, 
content and safe. . . Cold rain was falling out- 
side. ‘ 


Yes, everything had been good. His father’s 
house was so snug. They had had a happy life 
there. He could scarcely remember the time 
when they didn’t live there. He had grown up 
in it. All the gentle years! 

(The rain had become like cloudburst. He 
slipped in the mud and fell on his face, and 
spat a mouthful.) 


His father and mother must be sitting at the 
fireplace now, he thought. His father with his 
pipe. The old man always looked so comfort- 
able at the fireplace. Gratefully comfortable. 
He shut his eyes and an aura of smoke envel- 
oped his head. He looked like some thankful 
high-priest offering incense at an altar. He 
didn’t say much on those occasions; he looked 
as people do when they are deep in the silent 
meditation of the prayer book in the temple. 
Sometime he did speak, though. When there 
was a lull in the talk, or when the girls let off 
dancing (they liked to dance to tunes from the 
radio) he gave out a laconic remark that sound- 
ed irrevelant. . . “Yes,” he said. “it’s quite all 
right”. .. He always laughed when he said this; 
his saying, “it’s quite all right” had become like 
a familiar slogan in the household. 

The children all knew what he meant. He 
meant the way things had come out for him in 
He said it first on the evening of his 
silver wedding anniversary. They had a big 
dinner at a hotel and he was called on for a 
speech. . 

“Yes,” he began, “it has been quite all right.” 
Then he went on to tell the story of his life: 
His arrival in America, a very young man and 
friendless. He had five dollars and the warm 
clothing his mother had made for him... “That’s 
all I had. But no, that wasn’t all either.” 

He had one thing else, he said. It was some- 
thing his mother had given him the day he was 
going away. She said be a good man, be hon- 
est, be faithful, do your work well. . . “That’s 
what she gave me. I don’t think I ever lost 
that.” 


He was a stranger, he said, and America 
took him in, like a son. .. “I was like a son 
who had always lived here. I took a load of 
tinware on my back. It felt like the whole 
world on my back. I carried it from morning 
to night and when I earned $2 it was a great 
day. I put away $1 of it in the bank. That was 
for mama. Mama still was in Russia and soon 
I was going to bring her over. 

“One hot day I stopped and rested my load 
on an iron fence in front of somebody’s house. 
The woman who lived there was sorry for me 
and bought all my tinware. That was the great- 
est day. I earned $4. Three dollars was for 
mama. 

“T am not a rich man yet, but it has been 
all right. Quite all right, what America did,for 
me. The mortgage on our house is all paid for 
and our children have turned out good. That’s 
the whole thing, isn’t it? It’s everything—hav- 
ing your home safe and having good children.” 

He pointed to his five children. (They sat 
on either side of him and his wife at the long 
table.) They had all gone through the univer- 
sity, he said. That was one of the things of 
America, he said. He who had come a friend- 
less stranger had been enabled to give his child- 
ren the highest learning. . . “And, mind you, it 
wasn’t just that they had good marks in school. 
They had Phi Betta Kappas and all that. They 
are people with educated hearts, and that’s the 
main thing... Yes, it has been all right for us.” 

* * * 

This was all in the complex of nostalgic 
memories sweetly mixed in the sokdier’s heart 
as he plodded through the driving rain... 
Wood fire, pipe smoke, the snug house that kept 
out all the winds, the brightness of the silver 
anniversary, his father saying it’s quite all 
right. .. He had paused in the lee of a big tree. 

Yes, he thought, it had been all right. It 
wasn’t so hard to suffer this when he thought 
of that. He felt a bit embarrassed to discover 
himself giving way to a patriotic emotion. He 
had grown up in the years when patriotism had 
gone out of date. All the advanced young 
people of his school days had thought of patriot- 
ism as a slavery of benighted minds. 

His intellectual apparatus at first threw off 
the suggestion that he was a crusader suffering 
for an ideal. But it helped in the rain to keep 
thinking of that. He felt his skin dripping cold. 
To keep thinking of the wonder of it—this 
America that had put into the stranger’s hand 
the materials of the good life which his father 
had made for himself and his generations. It 
was worth while enduring a misery like this 
for the defense of a blessed thing like that. 

It was as if he had perceived a vision that 
illuminated the darkness of this night and made 
everything clear. The soldier felt grateful. It 
made sense of all this hardship—the biting chill 
in his bones, his aching feet, the cold rain driv- 
ing through his garments, the treacherous mud. 
Thank goodness for an ideal to look at; it is 
much easier to suffer when you become aware 
of something to suffer for. 

The soldier resumed his errand. .
